A six-week sea rch by district 
police for a da ring blond gunma n

Burch, a former Wa rren pol­ 
icema n a nd a n ex-pa ra trooper. 
During the course of prelim­ 
ina ry questioning, he a dmitted 
robbing the Corso Wine Shop 
here on Ma y 18. He held up Mike 
a nd Fra nk Corso a nd took $47 in 
ca sh. 
The ma n, a nswering the de­ 
scription of the robber sought in 
Clevela nd since April 21, wa lked 
into the Youngstown police hea d 
qua rters Tuesda y a nd surrender 
ed himself a s the “ wa lking ba n 
dit.” 
After surrendering, he confes­ 
sed the Sa lem robbery a nd to 
severa l other crimes in Cleve­ 
la nd,

northern Ohio cities. 
Used Ca r For Esca pe

a wa y from his holdups. 
“ My bla ck 
sta llion on four 
wheels is pa rked in the street in 
front of the sta tion,” Lt. Thoma s 
quoted him a s sa ying. 
Police ha d been sea rching for

Youngstown Burch wa s identi­ 
fied a s ha ving served on the Wa r­ 
ren police force from 1940 to Ma y, 
1948, when he resigned.

Both houses of congress now hav e passed the 
hush-hush bill to giv e the United States central 
intelligence agency the power it wants. 
Senator Tydings of Maryland, in charge of sen 
ate action on the bill, told his colleagues the bill 
was the "most important of the session.” That 
being the case, it’s important to understand what 
the central intelligence agency is, what it’s de 
signed to do. 
In the past, Americans hav e found out more 
and kno wn less about what was going on in the 
wo rld than the citizens of any other major power. 
The national weakness was not an absolute lack 
o f information but only a lack of organization for 
pro cessing it and getting it into the right hands. 
The armed serv ices had their own intelligence 
serv ice; they werentt coordinated. The State de 
partm ent had its own means of gathering informa­ 
tion v ital to national security but it nev er was pro­ 
cessed and put in the right hands for no one was 
officially responsible for obtaining it. When 
tained by priv ate indiv iduals, the information was 
in danger of being rejected by official circles; that 
was what happened to Charles A. Lindbergh’s re­ 
port on the strength of Hitler’s air force before 
World War II, 
The central intelligence agency is officially re­ 
sponsible for gathering information for the United 
States. 
It is responsible for processing the in­ 
form ation-picking out the important things and 
rejecting the rest. 
It is responsible for keeping 
all branches of the gov ernment informed about 
what is going on in the world. 
Senator Tydings 
did not go too far when he described the extension 
of its authority as the most important bill to come 
before congress this year.

In the roundup of v iolent deaths caused 
by 
traffic accidents, drowning and miscellaneous ac­ 
cidents ov er the three-day holiday weekend, the 
to tal reached approximately 400, 
About 350 of 
these deaths were caused by traffic accidents, ex­ 
ceeding a forecast by the National Safety council 
of 315 traffic deaths. 
This statistical approach to holiday activ ity can 
be carried too far. 
No m atter how desirable it 
may be to minimize accidents, it’s wrong to blame 
them o n holiday pastimes. Yet that is the present 
trend o f thought—that holidays take too great a’ 
to ll o f life and that this detracts from the holidays 
themselv es. 
The non-statistical fact is that millions of 
Am­ 
ericans had a fine time ov er the Memorial day 
weekend. There were mishaps; there always will 
be when millions of human beings step up the rate 
of danger by doing potentially dangerous things. 
As mo re is learned about safety, the margin of 
safety can be widened, not only during holidays 
but all the other days, 
There is no holiday for death.

There can be no doubt that as 
a rule birth is safer today in a 
hospital, and that the mother is 
usually well cared for there in 
the days immediately following 
the deliv ery of her baby. On the 
oth^r hand, there is no denying 
that epidemics, particularly of in­ 
fant diarrhea, which sometimes 
break out in hospital nurseries, 
are a grav e threat to the baby. 
In an attempt to prev ent such 
outbreaks, and also bring mothers 
closer to their babies, a new plan 
has been tried in a number of 
hospitals. Instead of being placed 
in a nursery, the baby stays in a 
room with its mother. One such 
study of more than 1400 cases in­ 
dicates that this method helped 
to prev ent epidemic infections, 
improv ed the relation between 
mother and baby, and serv ed as a 
stimulus to breast feeding. 
Trained Superv ision 
Furtherm ore, with the baby at 
her bedside, the mother, first by 
watching the care giv en by train­ 
ed people, next by undertaking it 
herself under trained superv ision, 
becomes 
ecquainted 
with 
the 
baby's habits and gains much 
more confidence in being able to 
care for the baby at home. 
Among the more than 
1400 
babies who were cared for at the 
bedside of the mother in a well- 
known hospital, there was not 
one case of skin infection or ser­ 
ious disturbances of the stomach 
or bowel. 
It is felt that if any single new­ 
born baby gets an infection when 
the abov e type of procedure is 
used, it can be controlled by con­ 
fining the disorder to the one 
room in which it occurs. Of 
course, if the mothers are cared 
for in wards, there might be up 
to six babies exposed in a ward 
but, ev en in such cases, the infec­ 
tion is confined to a single ward 
room. 
Outbreaks will not occur 
ev en in nurseries if proper tech­ 
nics are used. 
It was found, too, that when the 
babies were kept by their moth­ 
ers’ bedsides the mothers did not 
hav e more time on their hands 
than they knew what to do with. 
Instead, the mothers kept close 
guard ov er their infants and took 
pride in their care. 
It was noted that the entire at­ 
mosphere of the ward changed, 
becoming hushed and quiet. It is 
rare in this type of procedure for 
the babies to do much crying. It 
w as also found that more than 8 5 
per cent of the mothers nursed 


came in more freely, 
fourth of the babies 
their birth weight by 
day after birth.

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EFFECT OF NEXT 
'»VAR WOULD MAKE 
LABOR WORTHLESS 


By RENNIE TAYLOR 
AP Science Reporter 
BERKELEY, Calif. — Another 
w ar would result in the devel­ 
opment of “mechanical slaves” 
which would mak e many types of 
human labor worthless, says Dr. 
Norbert Wiener, originator of a 
new idea of science. 
Already science and engineer­ 
ing are nearer to the production 
of automatons that they were to 
the development of radar prior 
to the outbreak of World war II, 
Dr. Wiener told a news confer­ 
ence. 
Under this new concept of in­ 
dustrial production robots would 
do much of the work now done 
by men on assembly lines. These 
mechanical slaves 
would 
tak e 
over part or all of the jobs of 
billing clerk s and similar occupa­ 
tions.

It is roughly 
defined as an attem pt to find the 
factors which are common to both 
the human nervous system and 
to machines. 
Once scientists get the hang of 
these common elements, they may 
be able to endow a machine with 
something resembling the nerves 
which control 
human 
muscles. 
The machine then would be able 
to do some of the things which 
now can be done only by human 
hands governed by 
brain 
and 
nerves. 
So-called 
mechanical 
brains 
now duplicate some of the feats 
of human brains but no machine 
yet has been made 
that 
will 
m atch the delicate 
control 
of 
nerves over muscles.

In its final sum-up report, last in a series of 19 submitted to 
Congress, the Hoover Commission on the Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government recommends cutting out 22 
agencies reporting to t^e President. It absorbed them and their 
functions into various cabinet departments, boards and bureaus, 
so there would be only 30 instead of 52 different agencies report­ 
ing directly to the chief executive (chart at left). In addition, 
the commission proposes establishment of a new cabinet depart­ 
ment, Department for Social Security and Education, and two 


non-cabinet agencies, United Medical Administration and Office 
of General Services. The new cabinet departm ent would abolish 
the present Federal Security Agency, absorb Indian affairs, and 
supervise the various social security and educational services 
within the government. 
The United* Medical Administration 
would handle the hospital and medical functions of Veterans’ 
Administration; Army, Navy and Air Force general hospitals; 
the Public Health Service and drug inspection. 
The Office of 
General Services would be responsible for supply; adm inistra­ 


tion and operation of all public buildings'; and the national arch­ 
ives, The chart at right is an example of the overlapping of activ­ 
ities in water development alone. For example, irrigation is un­ 
dertak en by the Interior Department, Agriculture Department 
and the Army Corps of Engineers. At the same time, Army en­ 
gineers have their fingers in research, pollution control, power 
and flood control—all subjects of-tit least one other government 
agency.

Auchincloss Brown

that the world was about to tip 
ov er. 
You probably won’t notice it, 
Brown said, because a lot of peo­ 
ple would automatically freeze to 
death when their back y ards be­ 
came the new North and South 
poles.

drown, he said, when the ice caps 
at the North and South poles melt 
under the equatorial sun and flood 
the continents. 
The increasing weight of the 
Polar ice caps are what's going to 
cause the world to wobble and 
tip ov er, he said. 
Brown, who’s 70 y ears old, has 
been a practicing engineer in 
suburban 
Douglaston 
Manor, 
Long Island, for 50 y ears. 
He’s 
a graduate of Columbia univ er­ 
sity . 
He calls the “ wobble” from 
the ice caps “ the third motion 
of the earth.” 
‘The nav y has indicated that 
it is interested,” he said today . 
“ I am not looking for any per­ 
sonal profit from my theory ,” 
Brown said. “ Let us say , I am 
one of the passengers on a giant

ship cruising through space. The 
captain and crew in control are 
dead sure of their course.

CAUTION URGED 
ON HEALTH PLAN 


Head of Blue Cro a t Plan 
Warns Nation of Step 
Into Welfare State 


WASHINGTON, J une 1—A plea 
that Americans go slow in mak­ 
ing “ a long leap into the welfare 
state” through compulsory health 
insurance was sounded today by 
Dr. Paul R. Hawley of the Blue 
Cross program for v oluntary pro­ 
tection. 
Dr. Hawley was chief medical 
director for the Veterans Admin­ 
istration before taking his pres­ 
ent job of guiding priv ate non­ 
profit hospital plans based on a 
v oluntary prepay ment 
of 
the 
costs of health care. 
He was called as a witness to­ 
day before the senate labor and 
public 
welfare 
subcommittee 
holding hearings on President 
Truman’s compulsory health in­ 
surance plan and counter meas­ 
ures. 
In his 
prepared 
statement, 
Hawley was critical of “ glib 
statements” he said were being 
offered in support of the Truman 
proposal for pay ing the people’s 
medical bills. He urged instead 
appointment of 
a 
fact-finding 
body to study the country ’s health 
facilities and report on them to 
congress and the people, 
“ I can conceiv e of no greater 
folly ,” he said, “ than either.to ac­ 
cept at this time the necessity for 
such radical steps as compulsory 
health insurance, or to reject it 
for all time.” 
Hawley said he was not say ing 
it was right or wrong to “ leap 
into the welfare state,” that “ this 
is a decision that each 
citizen 
must make for himself.” 
But he attacked the compul­ 
sory health idea from sev eral 
sides and said at one point that: 
“ The cost will be prohibitiv e 
in all but periods of max imum 
employ ment and production. It 
will threaten the military secur­ 
ity of the nation through forced 
reduction of funds for defense; 
and it holds the 
promise 
of 
wrecking the solv ency of the gov ­ 
ernment.” 
The Truman health plan calls 
for a three per cent pay roll tax , 
split between the employ er and 
employ e, on income up to $ 4,000 
a y ear, plus contributions out of 
general tax receipts. Sponsors es­ 
timate its cost at $ 6,000,000,000 
a y ear. Hawley said that on top 
of the 3 per cent tax there would 


be a deficit of $ 6,000,000,000 if 
120,000,000 people are cov ered 
and $ 9,000,000,000 if the whole 
population is included. 


MAKING BRAIN TO 
DO TRANSLATIONS 


LOS ANGELES, J une 1—(AP> 
-The U. S. Bureau of Standards 
is building an electric brain that 
will translate foreign languages 
—something that has stumped 
college freshmen for y ears, 
The brain is being built at the 
Univ ersity of California at Los 
Angeles by 20 mathematicians 
and technicians under the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Harry Huskey . 
It also is ex pected to be able 
to compute salary pay ments, pre­ 
dict the weather and replace mi­ 
nor ex ecutiv es. 
Dr. Huskey said at max imum 
speed it will perform 16,000 ad­ 
ditions and 4,000 multiplications 
per second. 
Its low speed memory can store 
up 60,000 words from the dic­ 
tionary and also supply three for­ 
eign equiv alents for each Eng­ 
lish word.
